ACTION FOR LIBEL, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaor Tribune. 

New York, July 28.—This afternoon at 3 
o'clock William J. Gaynor, of Brooklyn, applied 
to Judge Riley, of the Third District Oourt, for 
the arrest of Theodore Tilton for.making and 
publishing a. falee and scandalous charge of 
adultery against Mr. Beecher. Judge Riley 
granted the application, and at 4 p. m. issued a 
warrant for his arrest. The officer found Mr. 
Tilton in his library, just preparing fof q drive 
to Coney Island with some friends, and easily 
persuaded him that it would first be necessary 
to appear before Judge Riley at the court-room, 
corner of Myrtle avenue and Adelphi street. 
Mr. Tilton, on being informed of the officer's 
mission, rapidly glanced over the warrant of 
arrest. He flushed deeply for a moment, but re- 
marked that he would be ready in a few minutes. 
He then inguired 

WHO MR. GAYNOR WAS, 
but the officer was unable to inform him, He 
then sat down at bis desk, addressed a note to 
J. H. Bates, whom he was to accompany to 


| Conev Island, went up-stairs for five minutes, 


aud then announced that he was ready to go. 
No information had, at this time, reached the 
streets that any warrant of arrest bad been is- 
sued, and Mr. Tilton and the officer 
out almost unnoticed, aud leisure- 
y walked to the ocourt-room. Judge 
Riley appeared from his private room, and when 
he called the name of Mr. Tilton the latter arose 
and responded. Judge Riley then read the affl- 
davit upoa, which he had ordered the arrest, and 
asked Mr. Tilton what he had to say. Mr. Tilton 
replied that he was so inexpert in the language 
of the law that he was not able to answer with- 
out certain information from the Judge. 
- PUBLISHED WITHOUT HIS CONSENT. 

The long statement referred to in one affidavit 
was published, he said, without his knowledge 
and consent; the card mentioned in the otber 
was published with his knowledge and con- 
sent; the facts in both he declared 
to be true, and he was prepared 
to show their truth at any time. After an ex- 
planation from the Judge that not guilty” 
would, according to Mr. Tilton’s assertion, be his 
proper reply, Mr. Tilton answered “ not guilty.” 

READY TO ANSWER AT ANY TIME. 

The Judge then asked when Mr. Tilton would 
be ready to answer the charges. 

„At any time, said Mr. Tilton. 

Judge Riley then said that he would release 
him upon his honor to appear to-morrow at 10 
o'clock in the forenoon. 

Meanwhile Mr. Bates had driven to the 
court-room, and Mr. Tilton now entered his 
carriage, and they drove to Coney Island, where 
they remained to supper, returning late in 
the evening. Mr. Gaynor, the complainant, says 
he has adopted the course open to any citizen, 
and he is certain it will result in the speedy set- 
tlement of the He came to Brooklyn 
from Boston six months ago, and is law reporter 
for the Daily Argus.

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
STATEMENT. OF HER BROTHER, COL. ANTHONY, OF

t avoid it, and was presently followed by Mrs. 
Tilton. The two women bolted the door, placing 
the bedstead against it, to keep Tilton 
on the outside. Tilton accused bis 
wife of adultery with Beecher, and she re- 
plied with the accusation that he had _ procured 
an abortion for a young lady of Brooklyn, whom 
he had seduced, calling the lady by name. That 
night Miss Anthony-and Mrs. Tilton slept to- 
gether, and during a conversation the latter, in 
seeming mental distress, imparted the se- 
cret of

Miss Anthony asked her how she came to 

yield to Beecher’s advances; if he used force; 


to which Mrs, Tilton replied no force was used, 


she yielding without knowing why she dd so. 
She averred that Beecher treated her with the 
kindness he would a child.

but as often her good resolutions failed. This 
is the whole substance of Susan B. Anthony's 
story, as related to her brother.

STATEMENT OF FRANE B. CARPEN- 
TER. 


New Tonk. July 28.—The Brooklyn Argus to- 
day prints part of an interview with Frank B. 
Carpenter on the subject of the Beecher scan- 
dal. Carpenter said he was first brought active- 
ly into the case by Beecher. In May, 1873, 
Beecher seut for Carpenter, wishing him to come 
immediately to Brooklyn, Beecher had learned 
that Heury C. Bowen had reasserted to Carpen- 
ter the charges which he had formerly made to 
Tilton against Beecher, and which he bad with- 
drawn in

and that Bowen bad said, in the presence of Mr. 
E. D. Holton, of, Milwaukee, aud Carpenter. that 
be did not wish them to understand that he had 
made a fretraction.

before a tribunal haying power to compel him to 
give his evidence, and that whenever Mr, Moul- 
ton does speak it must be in confirmation of his 
(Tilton’s) sworn statement. 

TILTON ANTICIPATES. 

It was stated yesterday evening by a friend of 
Mr. Tilton that he had given it as his opinion 
that, during the present investigation, no evi- 
dence would be adduced calculated to convict 
Mr. Beecher of the principal charges made 
against him. He believes that oniy such testi- 
mony as tends to estabiish bis innocence will be 
sought after, and he thinks this is but what 
might be naturally expected from the constitu- 
tion of the Committee, who are all Beecher's 

rsonal friends. Their report, he believes, will 
be to the effect that from the testimony brought 
before them they feel bound to acquit him, with 
an expression perhaps of regret that they were 
not empowered to compel other witnesses to 
testify. 

THE INVESTIGATING. COMMITTEE. 

The Beecher Investigating Committee met 
again this evening at the residence of Dr. 
Storrs, with closed doors, and adjourned after a 
session lasting over three hours. Only one qit- 
ness was examined, but his name and charac- 
ter, or his testimony, could not be ascertained. 
The Committee will assemble again and continue 
their inquizies to-morrow evening.

The Beecher case is yet on trial, with pros- 
pects that the defendaut will be acquitted. Tbis 
guess of ours is based upon the alleged expres- 
sion of one of the Committee; the fact that Mr.

THE INSURANCE MEN. 

The message of Mayor Colvin to the Common 
Council Monday evening has inspired the in- 
surance men with more hope for reform in re- 
gard to fire matters in this city than they have 
heretofore entertained. They believe that the 
Mayor is in earnest, and that the Common 
Council will carry out his recommendations. 
More is expected from this source than from the 


much-talked-of Citizens’ Committees. None of 


the citizens apppinted on the various commit- 
tees last week to act in conjunction with the 
Underwriters have as yet made their appear- 
ance, and, consequently, no meetings have been 
held. A number of the Eastern insurance 
companies, like most of the English ones, are 
moving very cautiously, and refuse to under- 
write for the present ; and most of the compa- 
nies, even including the local ones, underwrite 
in the better portion of the city only, refusing to 
take risks in extra-hazardous neighborhoods. 
The many cases of incendiarism lately discov- 
ered had a very wholesome effect on the insur- 
ance agents doing business in this city, and it is 
not likely that they will overinsure avy property 
for some time to come.

JUSTICE SCULLY,

The last number of the New York Jneurance 
Chronicle contains an article on the fire of the 
14tn inst., from which the following extracts are 


made: 

There are certain things the necessity for doing 
which at once is self-evident, 

The first is the entire reconstruction of the Fire 
Department. From the first organization of the Chi- 
cago Fire Department, incompetency has been given 
license to do its worst, What that worst is, tne loss of 
$200,000,000 in 1871, and the almost miraculous salva 
tion of the city in 1874 froma like devastation, at a 
cost of 5,000 homeless familees and about $4,000,000, 
sadly attest, The causes and the evidences of this in- 
eficiency have been so Often and so plainly set forth, 
that repetition now would be an imposition upon the 
good sense of our readers, The fact is that Chicago's 
Fire Department must be reconstructed, or Chicago 
must continue to exist without the protection and sup- 
port of insurance. 

And this brings us face to face with one of the most 
important lessons of the fire, Nocity i# so dependent 
upon its credit as Chicago, None has se generously, 
few have so wisely, discounted the future, It was 
originally built upon the faith of the shrewdest Eaet- 
ern capitalists, It was rebuilt upon the same faith, 
intensified by the desperation of necessity. 
direction, all its resources have been exhausted. if 
that faith should be omce more shaken, the founda- 
tions of Chicago would be removed, not to be 
for at least one generation. The withdrawal of the 
reputable insurance companies Low protecting Chica 
go credit would not merely shake, it would destrey . 
the credit of the city. 

The demands Of the Chicago underwriters, as set 
forth m their resolutions m another column, are 
neither immoderate or inipracticable, But such & 
the prevailing temper among their principals, and so 
great is the probability of further loss in Chicago, that 
unless these demands are complied with most of the 
insurers, upon Whose support the business prospects 
of Chicago have rested as upon pillars of granite, will 
withdraw that support, we ineurance companies 
are not eleemoryuacy institutters. They will con- 
sider, they should and they mus consider, this quer- 
tion 2 to take risks in Chicago on its 
merits as a question of profit or loss to themselves 
ouly. Considered in this way, one thing is clear. 
the City of Chicago must be better protected from fire, 
or the ofliwers of fire ifeurence companies must, in 
Justice to thelr stockholers, to themselves, and to 
their policy-holders im other places, cancel their pol 
cies there and refuse to take further risks there at any 
rate of premium, 

But the reorganization of the Fire Department of 
Chicago will net of itself save the city, For years 
Ohicago bas tolerated within its corporate limits many 
square miles of frau wooden structures, of: the cob- 
web order of architecture, crowded closely together, 
and interspersed with oil-refineries, pianing-milis, 
iron-foundries, factories, aud dangerous workshops of 
every description, —all awaiting but the outbreak of a 
fire under favorable conditions to be swept away as by 
a whirlwind. 

In the madness of the hour some are strennously 
advocating the removal of all wooden structures from 
the city limita, This, if were practicable, would 
only be the creation of another Chicago, outside the 
limits of the present Chicago, which, in its turn, would 
either burn without insurance, or burn itself and its 
insurers. In fact, it would be cheaper and more sen- 
sible to remove the brick and stone buildings away 
from their hazardous surroundings. This can be 
done, and ought to be done in thie way: 

First, demolish every wooden structure unlawfully 
erected on the South Side, within the burnt district of 
1871, since that fre. T there are many such, 
erected and suffered to remain by the unlawful per- 
mit of the Common Council, is a notorious fact. 

The municipal authorities of Chicago have done well 
to make the fire-limits of the city coincident with its 
boundaries. Butno city should know better than 
Ohicago that it is ome thing to pass a fire ordinance, 
and quite another thing te enforce it. Hitherto, in 
Chicago, it has been the fashien of the authorities to 
suspend the enforcement of this ordinance in favor of 
distressed (7) p rty-owners, who stoutly aver that 
they cannot afford the expénse of erecting safer bwild-

where the greed of such men has not been the worst 
obstacie to all progress aad improvement? 


CHARLES DICKENS. 


The Cause of His Scparation from His 
Wite. 

London Correspéndence of the New York Arcadian, 

In the last American papers which have come 
te hand I see that Wilkie Collins’ drama of 
“The Frozen Deep has been performed in Bos- 
ton. You are perhaps aware that Collins has 
recently been engaged in turning his play into a 
novel. The Frozen Veep” awakens many sad 
reflections in my mind, as that piece was indi- 
rectly the means of bringing about much of 
Dickens’ domestie unhappiness. The whole 
story of his separation from his wife has never 
yet been properly told, and in all probability 
never will be, as his widow is resolved to 


aintain the silence she has so long 
ept. But it is generally known that the 
family is dissatisfied with Forster's book. 


Your readers may have heard of the grand 
amateur performances given in 1859 at the Free 
Trade Hall, Manchester, in aid of the Douglass 
Jerrold Fund. Dickens, Collins, Shirley Brooks, 
Mark Lemon, and many other celebrated writers 
took parts. The ladies’ ters were inter- 
preted by professional actresses. Among these 
was Miss Ellen Ternan. She was then a fresh, 
pleasant-looking girl, not especially pretty, but 

ing a good figure and an extremely agree- 
le manner. If ever the German poet's doctrine 
of elective affinities was proved to be true it was 
when Dickens and Miss Ternan met. It was 
evident to nearly all of us that the two were 
mutually infatuated. Dickens was constantly 
at her side, though his manner was 
carefully guarded. Mrs. Dickens was with the 
party, but she did not appear to notice the inti- 
macy. Very soon after these performances Miss 
Ternan, at Dickens’ wish, left the stage. His 


affection for her was said to have been purely 
platonic, and I have never met any one who was 
disposed to dispute this belief. But. nevertbe- 
less. it was this intimacy which was the final 
cahse of the rupture between Dickens and his 
wife. For many years prior to 1859their mutual 
relations had been anything but happy, although 
I do not think that Mrs. Dickens had previously 
had any well-grounded cause for jealousy.

The trial of Dr. Charles Earll, who rests un- 
der the serious imputation of being a profes- 
sional abortionist, and who has acquired a great 


the damaging and apparently well-founded 
rumors which have been circulated about him, 
was begun in the Criminal Court, yesterday 


indictment for the murder of a girl named 
Rosetta Jackson through the medium of an 
abortion, and has been in jail ever since the 
alleged act of i malpractice was com- 
mitted, The public memory does pot need 
to be refreshed at great length about 
the case, as it is only a few weeks 
since all the disgustiug details were laid bare by 
the investigation of the Coroner. The main 
facts are briefly these: The victim of the abor- 
tion lived in the capacity of servant with a mar- 
ried sister named Mrs. W. H. Flagg. The lat- 
ter’s husband is a barber doing business at No. 
939 West Lake etreet. It is asserted that his re- 
lations with his sister-in-law were criminal in 
their character, and in order to hide them, and 
save the girl from exposure, the crime which re- 
sulted in her premature death was eommitted. 
Her body was privately interred, but the 
proper authorities caused it to be exhumed and 


a post-mortem examination made. This dis- 
closed the fact that an abortion had 
been performed, and = the evidence 


that was enbseqnently gathered fastened 
suspicion on Earll, Flagg, and à woman named 
Heiland, in whose house the anfortunate girl 
expired, They were held to the Criminal Court, 
Earll as principal, and the other two as accesso- 
ries. The Grand Jury gave the matter imme- 
diat® attention, returning the necessary indict- 
ment as speedily as was consistent with the de- 
mands of justice and the gravity of the offense 
alleged, and, as before mostioned, the case came 
up for final hearing yesterday. State's-Attorney

the plains, or at a distance from the Agency, as 1 do 
not believe that those Indians disposed to make 
trouble can be reached near the place of the Agent’s 
legitimate duties. And it should be further 
considered that the officini correspondence 
these Agents for the last six months 
abundantly evinces that their Commissaries have 
been nearly destitute of supplies; that «a large

THE CITY-HALL JOB—A FAUX PAS. 

The Common Council held a meeting on Mon- 
day night, and had before them matters of ur- 
gent importance. imperatively demanding im- 
mediate action, such as the ordinance extending 
the fire limits ; the question of removing illegal 
wooden buildings; the repeal of all licenses to 
store oil and otber inflammable substances in large 
quantities within the city; action upop two clear 
cases of incendiarism; the authorization of a 
fire-patrol, ete. What did the Common Coun- 
eil do? Hardly had the minutes been read be- 
fore Ald. Hildreth moved that the Council pro- 
ceed to the election of two architects for the 
proposed new Court-House and City-Hall! And 
the Common Council, ignoring all other ques- 
tions, and acting as if there ad never been a 
fire in Chicago, devoted the entire evening to 
the selection of one Irishman” and one 
German” to act as architects for the Court- 
House, and, pending a question whether they 


the Scandinavians a chancg, adjourned. 

We are glad to inform the Common Council 
that they fooled away the time spent in elect- 
ing architects to divide some $120,000 to 
$200,000 of the public money. It will also be 
gratifying to the public to know that the Com- 
mon Council have no legal authority or control 
over the plans, erection, or materials to be used 
in the erection of the City-Hall. The authority 
of the Common Council begins and ends with 
making the appropriations. It has no more 
power to appoint an architect or engineer, or to 
prepare a plan, than it has to let a contract. On 
this point the City Charter is conclusive. Sec. 
12, Chap. 6 Ap. 432), of the City Charter, thus 
provides : 

It shall be the duty ot said Board [of Public Works] 
to take special charge and superintendence, su 
such general ordinances as may be lawfully establishe 
by the Common Council, of ali streets, alleys, lanes, or 
highways in said city, and of all walks and cross-walke 


in the same, and of all bridges, docks, wharves, public 
places, public landings, public grounds, and parks in 


ket-houses, engine-houses, hospitals, armories, and aly 
other public buildings im said city, belonging to the 
city, except school-houses, and of the erection of ail 
public buildings ; of all lamps and lights for the light- 
ing of the streets, alleys, lanes, bigh ways, bridges, 
parks, publie places, and public buildings of the city, 
and of the erection and repair of such lamps and 
lights; of all works for the widening, deepening, or 
dredging of the Chicago River, or either of its 
branches; of all sewers and the works pertaining 
thereto; of the Water- Works of said city; af all pudtic 
improvements hereafter io be commenced by said city ; 
and they shall perform all the duties by this act pre- 
scribed, and such other duties as the Common Council 
may prescribe by ordinance, 

Here is the law of the State taking from the 
Common Council certain powers previously 
possessed by it and placing them in an independ- 
ent Board. The jurisdiction of the Board of 
Public Works is original, absolute, and exclusiyg. 

The Common Council may order a public im- 
drovement, and make an appropriation therefor, 
and there its authority ends and the jurisdio- 
tion of the Board of Public Works begins. That

work. It bas exclusive authority to make a plan 
and to adopt it; it has exclusive authority to let 
all contracts for material, labor, and construc- 
tion; it operates, and must operate, through its 
own officers, and cannot either be controlled or 
directed by any person appointed for that pur- 
pose by the Mayor or Common Council, or by 
both. If the City-Hall is to be erect- 
ed, it must be done under the exclusive 
authority, control, and euperintendence of 
the Board-of Public Works. They must let 
all contracts inghe name of the city, must super- 
vise all work, and upon their certificate alone 
can any contractor be paid for any work done or 
materials furnished. Their authority over the 
management, control, and superintendence of 
the erection of public buildings is precisely the 
eame as it is in the matters of water and sewer- 
age, and contracts relating to the same. The 
election of two architects to take charge of the 
erection of this particular building is, therefore, 
beyond the province of the Common Council. 
No such officers as architects are known to the 
charter ; there is no power to appoint them, nor 
to appropriate money to pay them, nor any 
duty for them to perform save that which is by 
the charter conferred exclusively on the Board 
of Public Works, which duty that Board cannot 
resign-nor delegate to others. The appointment 
of these two architects is simply an attempt to 


take from, the Board of Public Works 
powers and duties conferred upon them 
by the eharter, and, even if so dis- 


posed, that Board cannot consent to be 
superseded by other officials unknown to the 
law and wholly irresponsible to the law, Any 
act by these architects, or either of them, in this 
matter will be usurpation, restrainable and pun- 
ishable by law. Until the Common Council has 
authority to.repeal the City Charter, the action 
of Monday night must be treated as null and 
void. These men cannot act as supplemental 
members of the Board of Public Works, nor can 
they perform any of the duties of that Board 
witbout an illegal intrusion which the Common 
Council cannot authorize. For the present, 
therefore, the proposed Irish-German coalition 
for the building of the Court-House is inconti- 
nently “busted,” ‘and the Aldermen and County 
Commissioners who have striven for it 80 in- 
defatigably must mourn a love's labor lost.

pastors! And then comes the conclusive, the 
crushing, the triumphant exclamation: ‘* Logic 
is inexorable, but, happily for the world, though 
sad for sinners, so also is God's law inexorable.”’ 
The conclusion, of course, is that God's law is 
committed against newspaper-trains on the first 
day of the week, and that that law is to be 
found in the 20th chapter of Exodus, 

The editor of the Advocate is an ignoramus— 
else he would know, what the educated men of 
the Christian Church knew and fully admit, that 
the 20th chapter of Exodus has no relation or 
reference whatever to the Christian Suanday— 
that it is a Jewish ordinance, referring to a differ- 
em day, and binding only on the Jews, repudi- 
ated by Christ and the Apostle Paul. Perhaps 
the editor of the Advocate does not want to 
know these things; but, on the hypothesis that 
he is more ignorant than malevolent, we invite 
his attention to Prof. Hessey’s exhaustive treatise 
on the Sunday question—a work written by an 
orthodox divine for orthodox readers, embracing 
the entire literature of the subject from the 
Apostolic days to the present time—a work, we 
may add, not by any means ‘* misconstruaople.” 
After examining this work we think that he may 
perhaps allow the Sunday camp-meeting trains 
to run. Whether he will allow the newspaper- 
train to run is really not important. 


A NEW CRIMINAL CODE. 

In view of a trial or investigation which is 
now attracting general attention, we propose 
that the criminal law be modified in accordance 
with the following principles of enlightened 
jarisprudence : 

Whenever a citizen of the United States 
shall be indicted for a crime or misdemeanor, he 
shall on his trial be allowed the following privi- 
leges: 

1. He shall choose his own Judge or Judges. 

2. He shall choose his own jury. 

3. He shall appoint three or four of the ablest 
lawyers in the country to defend him. 

4. He shall appoint no man as his Judge who 
shall not have been, for a long series of years, 
his personal friend. 

5. He shall appoint no one to sit on his jury 
who shall not for at least ten years have been 
his artient admirer. 

6. No person who shall not be pecuniarily in- 
terested in the acquital of the prisoner shall be 
qualified to preside or sit at his trial as Judge. 

7. Whenever a person ehall be accused of any 
crime punishable by law, and it shall be known 
that there is a witness whose evidence would be 
very damaging to him, said witness shall not be 
summoned. 

8. Th lainant wno shall charge any man 
ishable by law shall not be rep- 
resented either & person or by counsel at the 
trial. 

*9. Such complaiogpt shall be required to con- 
firm his evidence in and every particular 
with an oath. 

10. The defendant shail not be asked to state 
anything under oath; but his statement shall 
be taken as if verified by oath, and shall be be- 
lieved as if sworn to. 

11. In case the sworn statement of the prose- 
cutor is at variance with tif unsworn statement 
of the alleged criminal, the prosecutor's evidence 
shall be rejected, and that of the accused taken 
as the truth. 

12. Nothing damaging to the defendant in a 
criminal prosecution shall be allowed to be 
made public. 

13. The Judges in such à prosecution shall! 
look for all the evidence obtainable against the 
complainant, and shall, by all means in their 
power, seek to break down bis character for 
veracity. 

14. They shall inquire minutely into the past 
life of such complainant, and if they find any- 


thing agains him, however insignificant, they |

A NEW PHASE OF THE TERRELL MURDER 
CASE. 

Some six months ago, as our readers will re- 
member, Mrs. Terrell, wife of a Kentucky jour- 
nalist, Col. W. G. Terrell, instituted an action 
of divorce against her husband. One of her 
counsel was Mr. Hatry Myers, of Covington, Ky. 
One moruing, after having taken certain deposi- 
tions in the case, Mr. Myers, counsel for Mrs. 
Terrell, returned to his office to review it. 
Some of the questions put by Myers to Terrell 
on his éxamination were not at all to the liking 
of the latter. He repaired to Myers’ of- 
fice after his examination, aad, it is 
said. with a view of provoking a 
quarrel, ordered the lawyer, in a bullying man- 
ner, not to ask him any such questions in fu- 
ture as he had put to him in that morning’s ex- 
amination. With this command Mr. Myers 
intimated his determination not to comply. 
High words ensued. Myers ordered Terrell out 
of his office. Terreil refused. Myers arose as 
if intending to put him out. Terrell thereupon 
pulled out a pistol, fired at, and killed Myers. 
Terrell was arrested and lodged in jail. His 
friends were very anxious he should be admitted 
to bail. Judge Perkins, who had jurisdiction of 
the case, it was believed, would not allow this. 
A change of venue was therefore taken, 
ange matters were so arranged that the 
case should be transferred to Judge P. U. 
Major's jurisdiction. Terrell's counsel started 
in search of Major after the change of venue 
was granted. They found him at Henderson, 
Ky. He granted a writ of habeas corpus, which, 
by law, he was obliged to do, and went ali the 
way to Boone to try it. It was urged by the 
Cincinnati Enquirer that he ought to have made 
the writ returnable before some other judicial 
tribunal, since he knew that his prejudgment 
was relied on. Inetead of this, however, the 
Enquirer says he came to Covington, spent two 
days. in company with Terrell's counsel ; 
went to Burlington with them; there 
associated with them, frolicked with them, 
and had a good time generally” with them. 
The press began to announce that Terrell would 
be bailed now that Major had the bailing of him. 
The motion was made to bail him. And he was 
bailed. The Hnquirer remarked that the Judge 
took no time to reflect upon the evidence and 
arguments; that he decided the motion instant- 
ly, without thought, unfairly, unjustly; that the 
judgment was predetermined ; that it overlooked 
the most important piece of testimony; that 
Judge Major forgot hie duty and his dignity 
when he condesceuded to spend his time in con- 
vivial pursuits with the attorneys for the accused. 

These strictures of the Enquirer, and others 
of a like nature on the legal proceedings at Bur- 
lington, and especially on the condact of the pro- 
siding Judge, were not relished by Mr. Major. 
Whereupon he dispatched, on the afternoon of 
the 24th, Gen. George B. Hodge to John A. 
Cockerill, editor of that paper, with a note re- 
viewing the criticiems made upon his judicial 
action, and demanding that the objectionable 
matter be recalled in as publica manner as it 
was made. Hodge was authorized by Judge 
Major to receive any communication the Eu- 
qguirer man might have to make in reply. Mr. 
Cockerill answered that the articles in 
his paper were written in good faith 
upon reliable information; that its columns 
were at Major’s service if he felt that injustice 
had been done him ; aad, if it were shown that 
he was misinformed, the Enquirer would be 
happy to set him right, Mr. Hodge did not 
think that this would be satisfactory to Judge 
Major, who replied onthe game day to Mr, Cock- 
erill that he would enter into no controversy on 
the truth or falsehood of the charges made 
against him, and that he again demanded a re- 
traction. Mr. Cockerill refused. Hodge then 
drew from his pocket another note addressed 
to the editor of the Eugutrer, which he 
had been instructed to deliver only in case 
an immediate reply was not vouchsafed to 
Major’s second epistle. This Mr. Cockerill de- 
clined to receive. Mr. Hodge thereupon told Cock- 
erili that it was a challenge! Mr. Hodge put 
back the note into his pocket and retreated, not 
very well satisfied with his negotiations, The 
editor of the Enquirer still maintains his posi- 
tion. He does not accept the challenge. What 
position Mr. Major is in now we do not know. 
We trust Mr. Cockerill will stand by his posi- 
tion. As for Judge Major, if he lived in IIli- 
nois he would be impeached and removed from 
office, within thirty days after the meeting of the 
Legislature, for sending à challenge to fight 
a duel. 


A NEW RULING IN ADMIRALTY LAW. 

Judge Cadwalader, of Philadelphia, has given 
an important decision in the case of Brady vs. 
American Steamship Company. Brady was a 
passenger on the steamship Pennsylvania from 
Liverpool to Philadelphia; At a moment of 
great danger the officers seemed incompetent. 
They handed over the control of the vessel to 
Brady, who was a sailor by profession, and had, 
we believe, been commander of a vessel wrecked 
at sea. He extricated the Pennsylvania from 
the dangers which surrounded her, and brought 
her safely into port. The American Steamship 
Company sent him a check for 61.000. He re- 
turned itand demanded salvage, The demand 
was refused and he began suit. The defense 
made a point on his having retained com- 
mand of the vessel after the danger was 
over, to the exclusion of the regular officers. 
The vote of the passengers, asking him to do so, 
could give no validity to the usurpation. Judge 
Cadwalader laid down the rule that, when a pas- 
senger promotes the safety of the vessel carry- 
ing him by an extraordinary and peculiar ser- 
vice, which he is not bound to render, he is en- 
titled to salvage. At this point in the decision, 
Mr. Brady’s heart doubtless swelled with 
thoughts of what he wouiid do with the fortune 
that the Company was to be obliged to pay him. 
But, pursued the unsympathetic Judge, when 
euch a passenger afterwards assumes and exer- 
cises an illegitimate suthority over the vessel, 
he may lose his salvage altogefher, or he may 
have it materially reduced. These principles, 
applied to the case before the court, 
showed that Brady's fortune would have 
been made if he bad lee well enough 


alone. Ashe, like other men, was misled into

hold, he must pay the penalty. Judgment for 
$4,000 was given him. If fees and costs do not 
swallow up three-fourths of it, be has made 
money by his suit. But it must be an unpleasant 
reflection that he pays for enjoying an empty 
honor fora few days by losing the fortune of a life- 
time. It issaid that he would have been awarded 
at least $100,000 had his good conduct been 
without mitigating circumstances. The decision, 
unless overruled, will form an important prece- 


dent in admiralty law.

The Centennial Board of Finance” has 
a good President,—William Welsh, the Episco- 
pal Indian Commissioner who exposed the con- 
duct of the Indian Ring and of Delano. The 
Board of Finance contains within itself, how- 
ever, a Board of Directors, twenty-five strong. 
We should be glad to know how responsibility 
for the money that will be stolen is to be brought 
home to anybody. The Commission system 
of dividing and so annulling responsibility has 
been carried to a fine art here. Circular No. 62 
contains rules for exhibitors It also contains 
various attempts tomakeit appear that the 


| Government is running this show precisely as 


France did the Exposition of 1862, and Austria 
did the Weltausstellung of 1873. This is a de- 
liberate equivocation ; but then, as the friends 
of the Centennial have already shown us in their 
baffled raids on the Treasury, men will do many 
things for money.

to elaughter it in the erd. All this will hap- 
pen, and we shall see whether or not Congress 
can resist the temptation to be generous with 
other people's money. 

The best centennial celebration yet proposed 
is the scheme of Mr. W. 8. Ward, to which we 
have already given currency. He would have 
individuals and municipalities erect or endow 
some memorial of past, or aid to future, great- 
ness in memory of the completion of our first 
century. This is a most admirable idea. It 
would be well for energetic men in each locality 
to take the matter up and try to have the money 
from that place that will be wholly or partly 
wasted at Philadelphia used in providing some 
permarent home advantage,—a fountain, a 
statue, a charity, best of all, a library, large, 
well-chosen, and free. 


Corroboration of the interview on the Beecher 
scandal said to have been held by a reporter of 
the Brooklyn Argus with Mrs. Stanton is fur- 
nished this morning by the special correspondent’ 
of Tun Tripunz at Denver. He has seen Col. 
Anthony, a brother of Miss Anthony, and heard 
from him the story told by Mrs. Stanton to the 
Hrooklyn reporter. Per contra, it is stated in 
the dispatches from New York that Mrs. Tilton 
pronounces the interview utterly false. 

Mr. Tilton was arrested yesterday on a civil 
suit for libel. The complainant is one Gaynor, 
an attache of the Argus. The suspicion is that 
he has been instigated to the course by Mr. Til- 
ton, who wishes to have the case brought before 
a tribunal which will have the power to compel 
the attendance of witnesses and the production 
of papers. Whetber this inference is correct or 
not, remains to be seen. Gayoor’s ground of ac- 
tion is not known. 


A fire in Liverpool yesterday destroyed the 
landing-stages at the Prince’s Dock. These 
stages are in the River Mersey. The dock itself 
is entirely inclosed by warehouses. If the fire 
had been among them, as the first dispatches 
seemed to indicate, the loss would have been

FIERY LESSONS. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune ; 

Sm: Since the fire of July 14 the miles of 
wooden buildings stretching to the south and the 
west have given usa feeling of insecurity and 
dauger,—a feeling which we cannot subdue, and 
a danger which 

CANNOT AT PRESEXT BE REMOVED. 

A large portion of these buildings belong to 
industrious, prudent men (although their pru- 
deuce in building or buying wooden buildings 
might now be questioned), who have partly paid 
for their property, and are saving all they can, 
and are paying as fast as they can for their 
homes; and we doubt very much if those hold- 
ing the incumbrances of these lots would be 
willing to give more time for payments to enable 
this class to tear down their buildings and build 
of brick. We doubt very much, if the time of 


payment was extended, if they would be willing 


to incur so much additional expense. The idea 
that the city can oblige them to make the change 
from wood to brick is preposterous, uoless the 
city proposes to furnish the money necessary for 
the work; which, of course, it cannot do. The 
reniainder of the old bwidings will have 
to stand until another enormous confla- 
gration shall come to wipe them out. One thing 
the city can do, and that is, prevent the erection 
of any more wooden buildi within its limits. 
A man who is about to build a reasonably-sized 
house can as well construct it of brick as of 
wood. If brick is more expensive, be can build 
a smaller house; better be somewhat cramped 
for room than run the risk of being burnt out. 
The roofs of these buildings should be fire- 
proof. They ought to be constructed of tiles, 
siate, tin, iron, or some other substance that will 
not burn. It is perfect nonsense to build the 
walls fire-proof, and then construct the roof of 
such an intlammable substance as tar, especially 
when, it is welll known, the buildings in the 
Great Fire of 1871 — fire from the roof. If 
we have fire-proof buildings, the roofs will have 
to be fire-proof too. 

We are always on the look-out for cheap labor, 
and, in order to have cheap labor, it is necessary 
to have cheap modes of living; eheap labor and 
high rates of living 

ARE INCOMPATIBLE. 

The cost of the necessaries of life must bear 
some proportion to the amount of wages paid 
for labor. An economical, industrious man, who 
is earning but little,, objects to pay a good slice 
of his wages for rent, and, when he can help 
himseif, he will not do it; neither will he be any 
more likely to do it if tenement-houses are 
built of brick. He objects to paying rent: and, 
in order to save rent and own a little somethidg 
himself, he leases a lot, on which he places a 
building. Hemay have to move when his lease 
expires ; consequently it is constructed of wood. 
The desire of ownership is great im human be- 
ings ; every man likes to possess something, 
and, if it is not le to own anything else, 
he becomes the possessor of a dog, to the detri- 
ment of bis neighbor, who is frequently kept 
awake all night by the howling of the unmanner- 
ly cur. 

"stun of means, who are able to hold their 
property, frequently prefer to lease their lots 


instead of selling them, as the lease will pay all 
expenses, and, in kee their lots in a 2 
city like this, they reap the benefits of rise 


in property. 

Sometimes two families will lease a lot to- 
gother ; one will build on the front of fhe lot, 
while the other will place its shanty on the rear. 
There parties will build a habitation each for 
$100 or $150, on a lot leased for from $50 to $60 
a year. Tais lease, divided, will amount to #25 
or $30 a year. Here we have cheap labor. Their 
houses cost so little that they can afford to work 
cheap. But 


18 IT CHEAP LABOB ? 
That labor which is purchased at the expense of 
keeping a whole city in nervous alarm, and occa- 
sionally starting a waich destroys millions of 
dollars’ worth of property, does not strike us as 
being very cheap. 

The better way would be to afford them facili- 
ties for living in a cheap, safe locality, where 
they would endanger no one, and where they 
would have a chance to be more thrifty and pros- 
perous. There are suburban towns where a lot 
can be bought for the same price that one can be 
leased in the city; and, with three years’ time 
for payment, as is usually given in Chicago, 
three lots could be purchased for the same as 
would be paid for a lease for the same period. 
Give a man a prospect of bettering his condition ; 
give him the feeling that he owns a little real 
estate, if it is but 25 by 100 feet, and it will be 
apt to make a better man of him ; it will inspire

THE REMAINDER OF THE LOAN DISPO OF. 

Wax Oro. D. C., July 28.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury disposed to-day of the remain- 
der of the new 5 per cent loan to the European 
banking houses of the Rothschilds, represented 
by August Belmont & Co., the Seligmans, of 
New York and Europe, and the First National 
Bank of New York. These parties take $45,- 
000,000, with au option to take the remainder 
within six montis. The bonds were taken at 
par, with one-fourth of 1 per cent discount, and 
the buyers met all the expenses connected with 
delivery, etc. They at first asked for 
twelve months’ option, but 3 compromise 
was. after some trouble, effected as heretofore 
stated. Ihe Secretary congratulates himself 
that this day's work disposes of the entire loan 
without any furtber negotiations, and estimates 
that the Government saves 1 per cent on the 
179.000. 000, less of course one-fourth of 1 per 
cent commission. He complains that the fierce, 
and as be claims unjust criticisms of the New 
York press have hindered many home bids from 
being filed. The idea that prior to the pub- 
licauopn of his famous circular ere 
had been n secret understanding that 
some. tuch contract as that made 
to-day would be made is indignantly repudiated. 
The delay in maaing the final ‘disposiuoa of the 
loan is accounted for by the fact that parties 
whose bids were accepted wished to be exclusive 
bidders, and control the market. 

AS UNCONDITIONAL BIDs For $10,000,000 
were received at the same time with these bids, 
the Secretary did vot feel that be could properly 
entertain such a proposition. Thea time was 
required to telegraph to Europe and receive au- 
Swers regarding the modification of the leng.h 
ofthe opuob. That portion of this loan hereto- 
fore dirposed of was put out at au expense 
of }¢ per cent commission, which is allowed ‘by 
law, besides the allowance of three months’ 
lapsed interest.

who were not ignorant of the devices of the great 
enemy, nor besitated, in warning men, to pro- 
pounce his name, though in “ears” ever so 
“polite.” American Christians must feel the 
shame and sorrow of the events now passing, 
and the sad exhibit of human weakness in quar- 
ters where it was little suspected; but there is 
one comfort in it all: it indicates the close of 
the Beecher dispensation. 

From the Adeance (Concreaational, 
THE BROOKLYN INVESTIGATION, 

Assuming the eutire iovocence of Mr. Beecher, 
and anxiously boping that it may be proven un- 
mistakablv, it still cannot be denied that his de- 
tense Las beep managed with a distressing lack 
of wisdom. Firs: of all, it has exhibited, what 
would bardiy have been expected of Mr. Beecher, 
a singular ignorauce of human nature,”—a 
failure to perceive how things are likely to affect 
the popular judgment. “The Beechers” de- 
light in being a law unto themselves. This is 
ail well enough, if it does not lead them to 
fancy that the public can suspend all the com- 
mon laws of impression and inférence when it 
comies to anything affecting them. This has 
beén Mr. Beecbers mistake. He has accord- 
ingly presumed too long and too much. Being 
almost utterly a public man, the object of gen- 
eral pride, honor, and affection, he should have 
taken the pubiic more frankly into his confidence, 
aun explained to them such facts as would en- 
able them to defend bis name against unjust 
charges, inforencea, and muendoes. Up to a 
certain voiat, he could refer to his illustrious 
services, known to all, a8 answer enough to un- 
authenticated aepefsiond, however gross; but, 
be ond that point, one’s past reputation for 
character is not suilicieat, since it is just that 
which is brought into question. Mr. Beecher, in 
his late letter to the public, admits as much. 
But it was an altogetber anomalous proceeding 
for him to elect his own;court of inquiry, ap- 
point, as his own judge aod jury, persons who, 
however high their standing in society, are yet 
known to be not only among his closest friends, 
but men who have, besides, personal and official 
interests at stake in the result. Ii was unwise 
for Mr. Beecher to create his own court, if he 
expected that the people would repose iu its ver- 
dict as a finality. IH ao inquiry was to be made 
at all, it should have beey in a manner above the 
possibility of suspicion that the jury was pack- 
ed” by the accused. Nobody quesiious his 
right to ask those six, ot any other number of 
friends, to examine and see for themselves 
whether the truth is as bad as charged, or the 
accusations utterly baseless and the makers of 
them objects for universal detestation and pity. 
But nothing could be worse than would be any 
ground for suspectiug intentional mystalication 
or pettifogging. 

Another mistake made by Mr. Beecher has 
been his seeming to repel the offices aud coun 
sels of bis truest friends, aod appearing to piace 
himself ia the bands of persons kuown chielly 
as cunniug lawyers. A kind of technicalities 
which might be effective enough in a great rail- 
way controversy in the courts would, in a case of 
tuis sort, only damage the cause. Again, the 
people could easily spare the reports which are 
continually being sent ont about Mr. Beecher's 
„good spirits, cheoerfulness,“ etc., aud read- 
ily excuse him from any forced attempt at 
seeming unconcern. For, as be bimself sug- 
gesis in his recent public statement, guilt won'd 
be quite aslikely to wear ppenly a smooth face 
as invocence. To have a“ serene consciousness 
of being blameless, and an assured expectation 
of being proved to be 80, is one thing ; but, 
uke one who sees coals gpilled upon the 
cai pet, he cannot but be solicitous, anxiously so, 
lest every bour’s unnecessary delay in havin 
taise and foul suspicions ended may do ineal- 
culable harm. Let us have done with the mat- 


ter in the surest and soonest way possible. 


The prolonged dailljance with it mi- 
regular methods of ivvéstigation, or 
useless attempts at smothering investiga 
tion, bas ooply resulted in opening 
the flood-gates of impure surmise and details in 
the public prints, that are filling the air with 
moral poison. A great people never dealt more 
generously with a great man; and they. will 
continue to do so if he does not appear to trifle 
with them. At this stage, nothing is to be 
taken for granted. N must be ex- 
plained by proven facts, or else by theories that 
will bold water.” It will be wise to avoid es- 
pecially any theories that attempt to prove too 
much. 

In “Topics of the Times,” the same paper 
says: Theodore Tilton's contradictious of 
himself, and bis manifest motives, would make 
void his numerous counts of indictment, except 
so far as he quoted from Beecher’s letters. But 
neither Mrs. Tilton’s nor Mr. Beecher's reply 
seems to furnish us adequate explanation of 
these quotations. We therefore look auxious'y 
for further testimony, and the promised detailed 
statement of Mr. Beecber, in which be may suf- 
ficiently account for such expressions of intense 
remorse, going even 80 far as threatened sui- 
cide.’

MISCELLANEOUS. 
STRIKE IN THE IRON REGIONS. 

The strike of the miners in the Lake Superior 
iron region is causing a large falling of in the 
earpinge of the Chicago & Northwestern and 
Marquette, Houghton & Ontonagon Railroads. 
Traffic has been almost entirely suspended for 
the past twoweeks. Prior to the strike it bore 
but an insignificant comparison with last vear's 


business. There seems to de a fatality 
about strikes. Men choose the very 
worst time for them. Never has  busi- 


ness been so utterly depressed as is the 
mining trade this season. In some 
respects the stfike has been a positive relief to 
the mine-owners. There was absolutely no de- 
mand for ore. Consequently wages were very 
low. Last seasc the miners were paid from 
@2.25 to $2.75 per day. During the winter wages 
fell to 81.30% 1.75, aud have not thus far ex- 
ceeded that amount for day-laborers, although 
men working by coutract averaged considerably 
more. Even at these low rates the companies 
netted less than at the higher rates last year. 
But the fact that a number of vesselse 
chartered to Cleveland for a term of years 
had, necessarily, to be supplied with cargoes, 
led the miners to presume there was an increas- 
ing, active demand for ore. The mistake soon 
became apparent, but the men were neither dis- 
to resume work nor let any one else work. 
The riugleaders are Swedes, Monday the Sheriff 
of Marquette County arrested two of the leaders. 
froops are stationed near the largest mines to 
motect the miners who desire to work, The 
latter are believed to greatly outnumber the 
strikers, but are intimidated by threats of vio- 
lence. Every effort will be made to force the 
malcontents oug of the region, and, although not 
half a dozen miners have yes resumed opera- 
tions, ic is expected the trouble will very soon 
pass away. Ite effect, however, will greatiy 
diminish the product and shipments for 1874. 
On Tuesday matters were improving. The miners 
were resuming wok, aud orders have been 
issued to close all saloons in tae district.
